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T iik B o s t o n I’o s t is p u b l i s h e d e v ery morn* 
in g , a t No. 21, W ater S tr e e t, B o sto n , by 
CHARLES G .

A N T I - H A N K M E E T I N G . 


T h e Hon. M r F o s t e r ’s rem arks upon ta k­ 
ing tiie Chair at the A nti-B ank m eeting, held 
at the Masonic T em p le, on W ednesday eve­ 
ning last : — 
1 understand that the object of this m eeting 
is to express your opinions »on the policy of 
the administration, in relation to the Federal 
Bank. 
T h at a Bank, with sucii powers as this one 
now possesses, and has long exercised, 
is 
more dangerous to the liberties of this people, 
and to the stability of this U nion, than any 
other institution which can have a being in 
this country, no one will doubt. 
It is adm it­ 
ted by our opponents, that in bad hands, it 
may be ruinous to our future hopes of peace, 
ju st governm ent, and prosperity. 
N ow , w hat 
are bad hands, but those of our opponents ? 
T his will be said by every party. 
T h e n , most 
certainly, we may be ruined every four years, 
by the change o f party. 
Do you warn any 
stronger proof of tlie^danger of this great in­ 
stru m en t of discord, called a B ank, than all 
the evils which the removal of a part of the 
public m oney, to other B anks, is sa id , by our 
present opponents, to have caused. 
If you 
could believe that so small a cause could pro­ 
duce so large an effect, we have a right to use 
this plea, though a false one, against the in ­ 
strum ent itself, w hich is said to have caused 
all this mischief, by being in our bad hands. 
But there is a fallacy which lies deeper than 
this. 
T h e Bank is not in the hands of this 
administration, although it m ight, and cer­ 
tainly would be, in the hands o f those who 
now so strenuously support it. 
Your opponents cry out against the alarm ­ 
ing union of the sword and the purse. 
W hat 
opinion m ust they have of your intellect, to 
presume th u s to treat you 
like ignorant 
slaves? 
C an they Buppose that you do not 
know , that the President has neither the one, 
or the other ? 
Do we not all know , that we 
have no sw ord, or arm y, and but a few scat­ 
tered troops, thousands of miles distant from 
each other ? 
Do we not know , that no army 
can be raised or appointed, but by C ongress, 
and consequently, that the sword m ust be 
made by that body, and then put into the 
hands of the President, before he can use it? 
W ere not special acts necessary, last winter, 
to enable the P resident to collect, and employ, 
a few straggling companies in Carolina ? 
H ow then can they have the presum ption to 
teil us such idle stories? 
T h e President has 
not the sword, because the sw o rd does n ot «* 
ist. 
Now for the purse. 
By the purse, we m ust certainly under­ 
stand the power to raise money ; for of money 
in store, we have som etim es non e,an d in true 
policy, we ought to hav e,alw ay s, but very lit­ 
tle. 
T h e treasury of the nation should be in 
the people’s pockets, there to remain and fruc­ 
tify, until it was wanted for public service. 
Would they m ake us believe that the Presi­ 
dent has the pow er to assess taxes, and lay 
duties? 
They, cannot, be so foolish. 
Yet, 
w hat else do they m ean ? 
T h e y cannot hope 
so far to impose on our credulity, as to make 
us believe, that the President has any more 
S 
ower over the public m oneys in the State 
ianks, than in the Federal Bank. 
T h ey 
know , we know , every body know s, that the 
same forms are requisite to draw funds from 
the one, as from the other, and th at an appro­ 
priation by Congress is required for the e x ­ 
traction of every dollar, let it be where it may. 
Is it not clear then, that the President has not 
the purse either ? 
How then can the Presi- 
dent get possession of the public m oney, in 
any other way than by violence—by robbery? 
Is lie a bandit, a brigand, the m an who has 
twice obtained the sutlrage of the People, by 
an immense majority ? Em perors have robbed 
their neighbors, and impoverished, by taxes, 
the people ; but even they do not rob the pub­ 
lic chest, for they hold the keys, and use 
them at discretion. 
W hat a com plim ent is it to this people, to 
you, who are a part of that glorious majority, 
to accuse the man of your choice, one who 
represents y o u — whose honor is your honor— 
whose reputation is your repu tatio n — with 
lawless ambition, and dow nright brigandage. 
It is not the President who is insulted by this 
language, but it is you, the People. 
Anil who 
is it, who dares hold this language to the 
People, the majesty of tliis nation ? 
W h y , a 
sm.iH m inority, consisting of a few gam bling 
politicians and sordid speculators— assum ing 
to them selves, all the m orality, ait the learn­ 
ing, all the religion, all the fashion, all the 
respectability of the n a tio n ; 
because 
they 
have been able to accum ulate an undue, and 
unreasonable share of the wealth, and thus to 
retain, by high fees and honors, some o f the 
most talented m en am ong us (sham e be on 
such a corrupt perversion of talents ! !) These 
slanderers of the people, m ust be the people’s 
worst en em ies; how otherw ise would they 
venture to treat them with such indignity ?__ 
They m ust hate, as well as despise, the friends 
of this tyrannical and corrupt President, as 
they are pleased to call him. 
T h e President, 
and those who have elected him , are one and 
the saine^ until they see fit to abandon him .— 
. 
he be guilty of crim es against the people, 
impeach him. 
B u t they dare not, for this 
would be to expose their own turpitude ; and 
to show that his only crime is in defending 
the sacred interest of the majority, against 
the unw arrantable and insiduous attacks of 
an aritul m inority, whose only aim is to ob­ 
tain power, and perpetuate them selves in its 
»ousive administration. 
The union o f the sword and the purse ! ! ! 
Do you wish to know how that can be ac­ 
complished in our country ? 
(I, unfortunate- 
have been familiar with this union of purse 
»nil sword, in other countries.) 
In the first place, this union of sw ord and 
purse, requires two distinct and p erm anent 
e°C'ely— m onarchy the rulers, and 
ruled. 
N ow where shall we find in our 
untry, tliis line o f distinction ? 
You have

o n L n n.°l fhe fear ot this u n io n . w hich your 
Pp nenia have before their eyes ; but it is 
BWon* de*»re to have it accomplished in 


their own hands. 
T h ey know that the peo­ 
ple, or the people’s President cannot have it. 
or abuse it if they had i t ; because the people’s 
Congress, which is the people personified, is 
there, to guard the people’s liberty and happi­ 
ness. 
Tliay know that tw o distinct, perm a­ 
nent parties are necessary, as well as we do ; 
and this is the object of their foolish ambition. 
T h e y have got the purse, so far as the Bank 
and great private wealth go to m ake the n a­ 
tional p u rs e ; and with them , they expect to 
get possession of the real, national purse, 
nam ely, the power to lay duties, and assess 
taxes, according to the old and well know n 
European practice ; that is, in a manner to 
degrade all the w orking and industrious clas­ 
ses, by their unequal bearing, and thus to ac­ 
cum ulate wealth, in great masses, in which 
shape alone it is an evil to be feared. 
H av in g already, the long end of the lever, 
in regard to the m oney p o w er; they, and 
and they alone, now sigh for the sword, to 
m ake that dread union, with which they fool­ 
ishly, or wickedly accuse the man of your 
choice. 
A nd I will venture to predict, with 
the confidence o f long experience, in other 
countries, that if they succeed now in get­ 
ting possession of this g o v ernm ent, through 
the recharter o f the B ank, with all their pres­ 
e n t pow er, of talents, and of wealth, the 
sword too, will be soon theirs. 
I f it could be 
theirs perm anently ; I, personally, old, and 
with enough to carry me to the end of my 
journey comfortably,could sit dow n under the 
strong shield of Despotism, more contentedly 
than m ost of y m ; because 1 have passed the 
better part of my life, under ecclesiastical, and 
military Despotisms. 
But, unfortunately, we 
have not even this sad alternative left to us 
we have not the resource of the peaceable, 
and submissive subjects of European Despots 
A nd our only prospect in a Revolution, is an 
arcliy undefined in character, or extent. 
A 
quiet Despotism , finds here none ot its requi 
site e le m e n t ; we have every th in g for peace 
and nothing for war. 
Y our very intelligence 
and independence of spirit, and comfortable 
circum stances, and your ju st hopes of ad­ 
vancem ent in the career of fortune, are in ­ 
surm ountable barriers to a peaceful Despot 
ism. 
I f y o u r opponents had the misfortune 
to acquire the ascendency, and were disposed 
to abuse the power, (of which you can now 
have no doubt.) 
T h a t would be only a new 
incitive for your ju st indignation and vigorous 
efforts to displace them . 
W h a t shape this 
new conflict would take, no one can tell; but, 
it is the duty of all p rudent m en, to avoid, by 
all honorable m eans, this catastrophe. 
In old 
countries, the sword may gain the possession 
o f the purse ; but not so here ; the people 
hold them both ; and the people cannot harm 
them selves, or will their ow n misery. 
If ihe sw ord, and purse are ever united in 
our couptry, it m u st necessarily be done by 
those who have the greatest control of wealth. 
G u ard against that and we are safe. 
L et it 
not be supposed that we en v y any 
m a n ’s 
wealth, w hich is acquired by honest industry, 
or hy honest h o a rd in g , (¡1 jiuu p le a s e ,') 
H Is 
fairly his ow n, in either case. 
All we con­ 
tend for, is equal justice in the eye o f the law; 
and we m ust resist all unequal legislation, 
which creates a royal road to wealth for the 
crafty fe w ; and consequently, dim inishes, in 
a thousand unseen ways, the fruits of honest 
labor. 
It is our only wish, to start fair in the 
race o f fortune ; and not to have clogs put on 
our feet, while wings are added to a favor­ 
ed few, by the pow er of partial unjust legisla­ 
tion. 
W h a t stronger language can 
be 
found, 
against paper cu rrency, (w hich is the most 
dangerous of all your opponents’ co ntrivan­ 
ces,) than that o f M r W ebster, in 1832; when 
he said in C o n g re s s ; “that it was an invention 
to jirtil.ize the wealthy m an's field by the sweat 
o f thepoor m a n s broxc." 
If such m en would 
unijorm ly employ their fine talents, in the 
support of truths, which they understand so 
xcell, instead of bew ildering their constituants 
with a succession of lights and shadow s, how 
happy we should be to honor them . 
But, if 
they w ill disgrace them selves, by gross con­ 
tradictions, we m ust look for honesty, in some 
hum bler places ; and leave them to the re­ 
morse of their conscience, and the support ol 
their own special clients. 
Before I conclude, I would inform you, that 
we are accused of exciting the e,vil passions 
of the poor, against the rich. 
I, for one, do 
not plead guilty to tliis c h a rg e ; I have seen : 
too m uch of the misery arising from this con- j 
flict, in other countries, where the elem ents 
for such a war, did really exist, to a frightful 
ex ten t.— All my connections are ric h ; l a m 
not poor m yself— peace, and harm ony, can 
alone adm inister to my comfort, and security. 
It is the dread of anarchy, and strife, alone, 
which moves me to action ; m y w ants are 
moderate, and they are now satisfied. 
T o ex ­ 
cite the evil passions of the Poor !! 
1 have 
labored long to prevent such passions from ri­ 
sing ; and 1 shall devote the rem ainder of my 
life, to the same cause. But how shall I do it ? 
By endeavoring to destroy the very source of 
those evil 
passions, in the hu m an breast, 
where they have not their natural ho m e— but 
where they have been planted by the guilty 
baud of injustice, inequality and oppression. 
I would destroy these evil passions, which 
now alarm the evil doers by destroying pover* 
txj itself 
T o adm it that the poor exist in suffi­ 
cient num bers, in this country, in a degree to 
cause alarm to the rich, is the severest c e n ­ 
sure that could be 
passed on all our boasted 
institutions— and derogatory to nil former ad­ 
m inistrations ; especially to the Federal ones, 
which boast of so m uch wisdom and patrio­ 
tism. 


W h en I say 1 would destroy poverty 
it­ 
self, I m ean that poverty, which could, with 
justice, complain against the hidden effect of 
laws which deprive industry and virtue of 
their ju st rew ard. 
Poverty and vice, will al­ 
ways exist in a greater, or less degree. 
But 
that they are both, in a great m easure, the 
creatures of the law , no well informed man 
can doubt— and no honest man will deny. 
T h e policy of the President in opposing all 
measures which operate unequally among the 
States, m ust strike every reflecting mind with 
its wisdom. 
W h a t man o f entnm on sense, of 
w hatever party lie may be,will deny that equal 
justice, am ong these independent and so v er­ 
eign States, is the only preservative principle 
of this U nion? 
Injustice, am ong ourselves, 
we may bear long, and not rebell against our 
State A uthorities.— But injustice, and partiali­ 
ty, am ong these States, will be endured no 
longer than the absence of the power to apply 
the rem edy. 
H onest policy, is then our only 
safe national policy. 
T h e President foresaw, that ih e U nion was 


in danger, and could not endure, under a fal* 
lacious, and unequal’systern—he did not teem 
to sym pathise with the sufferers, for whom lie 
felt m uch, because in their impatience, they 
would not would not wait for a constitutional 
rem edy. 
But he did better than to sym pa­ 
thise with th em — he served them , effectually, 
bv saying tiiat the Union m ust bo preserved. 
T h is is the right rem edy, for the Union can 
be preserved only, by equal justice. 
T im s far he has had the courage to resist 
the most unholy patricide combination, which 
ever disgraced o u r co untry— and it depends 
on the people to say, whether he shall be 
supported in these wise and patriotic m eas­ 
ures. 
I trust that the m otives which bring us here 
togetiier, Xvill not be considered of trifling and 
tem porary im p o r t; and confined to the du ra­ 
tion of this administration ; however dear it 
may be to us, for the broad and strong shield 
which it now holds over our dearest interest, 
nam ely, the union ; for in that is involved all 
th at we hold dear. 
T h e greater part of this 
m eeting are y o u n g , and will soon cease to be 
Jacksonm en, when that great man is no more. 
But 1 hope they will never cease to cherish 
the same principles through fear of a nick­ 
nam e, as unfashionable in certain circles now, 
as that o f Christian was, probibly, at Je ru s a ­ 
lem , am ong the respectable fashionables o f a 
former period. 
H ow m any Democrats have 
flown into the arm s o f their worst enem ies, 
through this ridiculous pusibnirm ty. 
Yet we 
have seen w ithin one year, the fashionable 
Federalists glory in the name, because the 
P resident seemed in one particular to approach 
their policy. 
Shall we then, know ing as we 
do, th at the President is thoroughly imbued 
with o u r best policy, fear to be called Jack- 
sonm cn, while he, our best friend rules for our 
interest ? 
T he B ank was but a part of a great system 
of monopolies, w hich has well nigh changed 
the nature of our governm ent. 
And if that 
system be riot soon checked, you will have no 
occasion to trouble yourselves about elections ; 
tor you will have no Republic in New E ngland, 
notw ithstanding you have required by your 
constitution, that Congress shall guarantee 
that form of g o vernm ent to you forever. 
You 
will have nn O ligarchy of Corporations in its 
stead. 
Already do the Corporations control 
y our elections, y o u r City G o v ern m en t, your 
State G o v ern m en t, and the U nion. 
H ardly a 
day passes, but you m ay see in the papers a n ­ 
nounced tfie birth of soine new Corporation, 
or the extension of an old one. 
T here is now 
before the Legislature a bill for a lumber cor­ 
poration 
N ex t you may hear of ship building 
corporations, baking, butchering, tailoring, 
shoeinaking, housebuilding, painting, and e v ­ 
ery other imaginable corporation ; and then 
you may have the honor to become operatives 
in these various Factories, and be called to­ 
gether by the ringing ot a heii, and have your 
wages regulated according to the will and 
pleasure of your masters. 
And you need not 
expect to correct those abuses by leoislntinn ; 
mi jruui vuics ate pieugeu, indy m ust be tor 
y o u r m asters, or for the special ^attorney of 
y o u r m asters’ choice. 
T h is is the system which you have to com ­ 
bat, in opposing the great national B ank. 
I 
will conclude by informing you that this bank 
has, in this city, hundreds of secret enem ies, 
am ong the Nationals, but who dare not dis­ 
close their opinions. 
Many have had the 
boldness to refuse to sign the memorial which 
has been sent to C ongress for its recharter. 
T h a t Bank was for the exclusive advantage of 
a few favorites of a particular class and who 
m ake all this cry of distress. 
By opposing it, 
you will have the secret thanks of m any of 
your political opponents, for doing w hat they 
dare not do for themselves. 
If any th in g 
m ore is w anting to cheer y iu onw ard in the 
purpose o f y o u r m eeting, permit me to assure 
you, that you have the most holy cause that 
ever inspired the energy of freem en ; 
you 
have the cause of truth, honest policy, your 
own happiness, and ju st rigiits; the peace and 
prosperity of your co u n try , and even the true 
and p erm anent interest and happiness o f your 
political opponents, who are now blinded by 
their avarice, to the dangers vhicli aw ait them 
if they succeed in their rash schem es of te m ­ 
porary aggrandizem ent. 
For, fall they m u s t ; 
and 1 would save y ou the inpleasant task of 
chastening their folly, by chick in g it, while it 
is yet time ; and save them the trouble of 
creating com m ittees ot public safety.
